G.SJL 461.—Whereas a draft of the Apples Grading and 
Marking Rules, 1980 was published at pages 1419 to 1423 
of the Gazette of India, Part II, Section 3, Sub-scction (1) 
dated the 28th June, 1980 under the notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Rural Reconstruction 
at No. G.S.R. 688 dated the 12th June, 1980 inviting objec¬ 
tions and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected; 

And whereas it is considered desirable to publish the said 
draft rules again with certain modifications for the infor¬ 
mation of all .persons likely to be affected thereby ; 

Now, the following draft of the Apples Grading and Mar¬ 
king Rules, 1983, which the Central Government proposes to 
make in exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of 
the Agricultural Produce (Grading and Marking) Act, 1937 
(1 of 1937) and in" supersession of the Apples Grading and 
Marking Rules, 1938, is hereby published as required by the 
said section, for the information of all persons likely to be 
affected thereby, and notice is hereby given that the said 
draft xvill be taken into consideration on or after the expiry 
of forty five days from the date on which the copies of the 
Gazette of India in which this notification is published are made 
available to Hie public. 


3. Grade designations—The Evade designation to indicate 
the quality of the apples shall be as set out in column 1 of 
schedule I to IV. 

4. Definition of quality,—The quality indicated by the 
grade designations shall be as set out against each grade 
designation in column 2 to 8 of schedules I to IV. 

3. Grade designation mark.—The grade designation mark 
shall consist of a label specifying the grade designation and 
bearing a design consisting of an outline map of India with 
the word 'AGMARK’ and figures of the sun with the words 
"Produce of India’ and ‘"‘TTTfrq mm IT 1 resembling 

the mark as set out in Schedule V. 

6. Method of packing.—(1) Apples shall be packed in 
wooden cases or such other type of containers and in such 
manner as may be specified from time to time by the Agricul¬ 
tural Marketing Adviser. 

^2) Packing material shall be soft, clean and dry, and free 
from fungus, insect attack, obnoxious smell or any taint liable 
to affect tbe quality of apples. 

(3) Each package shall contain apples of the same variety 
and of the same grade designation. 


Any objections or suggestions which may be received from 
any person with respect to the said draft within the period of 
forty five days specified above wilt be considered by the 
Central Government. 


DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title" and application—(1) These rules may be 
called the Apples Grading and Marking Rules, 1983. 

(2) They shall apply to apples produced in India. 

2. Definitions.—In these rules, unless the context otherwise 

requires,—< 

(a) “Agricultural Marketing Adviser" means the Agri¬ 

cultural Marketing Adviser to the Government of 
India; 

(b) “Schedule" means a schedule appended to these 
rules; 

(c) "Authorised packer” means a person or a body of 
persons who has been granted a certificate of autho¬ 
risation by the Agricultural. Marketing Adviser for 
getting the commodity graded and Agmarked in ac- 


(4) Each contafner shall be securely closed and sealed in 
the manner specified by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser.
